WASHINGTON (AP—this Is aft 


A&C! on the background leading 
up lo the present FtifnTisari crisis, 
latest ih a series, which might ex- 
Jjlode into War or hielt away by 
letting the Meds grab a little real 
estate without a fight. 


After World War ?/ the tJnited 


States pumped money Into Chinn 
lo help Its warllmc ally, President 
Chiang Kai-shek, establish a sln^ 
ble government, make needed re* 
forhii and win the people's allcg' 
lance. 
The reforms didn't come, 
the 


money sVas squandered. American 
attempts to get Chiang art.l Iho 
Chinese Communists to work to^ 
gethcr 
faildd. 
The 
Reds 
grew 


stronger, smashed Chiang's arm- 
ies. His Iroops descried to the 
Reds in bunches, 


Tho United States washed 
its 


hands of both sides. In the fall of 
1949 
the Reds drove Chiang and 


his remaining troops off the main- 
land and lo Formosa, 100 miles 
across Ihe Formosa Strait. 


But Chiang's forces grabbed ind 


held a number nf islands off Iho 
mainland. They included Quemny. 
Ihe Matsus, the Tachons and a 
number of tiny islets. The Hods 
lacked tho planes and ships lo 
pursue Chiang1 and finish him off. 


President Truman was so dis- 


gusted with the 
whole situation 


thai early in 
1950 he said this 


country svould not get mixed up in 
1he Chinese civil war. This meant 
Chiang was on his own. Still, the 
T?eds lacked the mefins 
(n reach 


and crush him. 


He remained on his own the first 


six months of 1950. Then the Ko- 
rean War began in June. Truman 
sent Ihe 7th Flcel into the For- 
mosa Strait to "neutralize" the 
Red-Nationalist conflict. 


The picture changed abruptly In 


the fall of 1950 when the Red Chi- 
nese gol inlo Ihe Korean 
War. 


From Ihen till now Amcrcan pol- 
icy has 
ibeen to defend Chang 


from T?cc'. attack. 


Growing stronger, the Reds be- 


gan a oteady peppering of 
the 


Chiang-held offshore islands. This 
kept up. Early in 1955 President 
Eisenhower decided 
to

positive position than the 


staled American policy up to that 
lime.

Bepublcans — including their na- 


tional chairman, Meadc Alcorn — 
have predicted they'd win contro 
of the House but admitted thu Sen 
ate fight is tough. 


For Alcorn this seemed to indi 


catc a rise in spirits since las' 
April. 


Then he was admitting .he didn't 


think his party could win the Sen 
ate and predicted only a bare ma- 
jority in the House. 


In 1952 — when Eisenhower was 


the enormously popular war hero 
and voteru were fed up with 2( 
years of the , Democrats— he no 
only won himself but ' swept his 
party along with him to control o 
ongress.
